There 18 n negro question and not simply a
matler of adjustment of relatlons between
two clansea of the same race, as of landlords
apd tenants, employers and employes—all be
Ing white or blaek, but of men and women of
two very different races holding business and
other relations to sach other and Nving to-
gether In the same communitivs, Whethoer
the race element makes difficulty between
white and bluck in other eountriea does not
count, a0 far as facts go, here, In the
United States It does make diMeulty and In
the south chlefly only becauss most of the
negroes are In the southern states,

A fow negroes have gone north as a few

fiorthern poople have come south. How do
these get on together? It I8 a4 question of
facts only. Northern people and negroes,

when brought Into rolations, get on together
Just as souibern peoaple and their negro
nelghbors do, with unguestionabily thin differ-
enoce, southern white people are more patlent
with negroes they employ than northern peo-
ple are and, In pérsonul relations, aré more
kind to them.

It Is essentially, at bottom, a race question
in all parts of the United States—of which 1
bave hnd personal observation from Ohlo to
Toxas and from Massachusetts to Callfornia,
It wis n question bofore and Bince the war;
A question whenever and whorever these two
peoples have been thrown together. It is a
race question now and will be so long as the
two races live together in this country.

Doctrinarles of many schools—striving
strenuously to force fncts into conformity
with thelr theorles—have told us how to
aolve the race question that every day and
four demands our consideration. And a very
emergent and important question It s

There hive not been lacking theorizers who
have trusted 1n what they first ealled “‘amal-
gamation,” afterwards “‘miscegenation’ A
fow have epemed to gain a sort of pleasure
in contemplating such a solution. It is n
yory monstrous and brutal way of looking nt
it. But it 15 as silly as it is revolting. One,
a bishop, spoke of it as a ‘“bleaching” pro-
ceas!
THE

TENDENCY TO MISCEGENATION
GROWING LESS.

Byery Informed person  in  the gouth
%nows that the tendency to miscegenation
grows lesa and less every year Emanel-
pation strengthened In hoth races revolt at
Dlocd-mingling by these dissimilar people.
The negro question will never be solved by
any process of race effacement—though we
walt a thousand years, The mulatto will
gradually disappear. This negro question,
inberited from our fathers, we will hand
down to our children,

In seeking the best solution to any dif--

flcult question it is often very helpful to
find out what cannot be done, Let us
eliminate from our thinking the element
of miscegenation.

THE NEGRO HERE TO STAY.

Wo may as well eliminate solution by
deportation. In what follows on this point
I must ran the rislk of being charged with
dogmatism, One who has recelved impres-
sicns concerning any matter from his In-
fanoy may well enough have controlling rea-
sons for conclusions he cannot give to an-
other lacking similar knowledge.

One of my conclusions i4: The negro Is
‘hers to stay—ooncerning which opiijon one
might write a book, without getting to the
end.

Bisliop Henry M. Turner of the African
Methodist Episcopal church I have known
ginee he first appeared in reconstruction
politics—the like of which the sun never
gaw before and never can sSee again—in
Georgin a generatlon ago. He Is & man
of great ability and of Intense convictions.
Hlis whole soul Is set on emigration to Africn
as the one possible solution of the negro
question. If he had a thousand years to
live he would give nine centuries of his
“axpectation of life'” to see his hope a
reality. No man knows better than Bishop
Turner that the negro question in the United
States s a race guestion, I believe he
thinks it a permanent guestion: T do most
certalnly. He has made moany most elo-
qaent speeches, sceking to fire the hearts
of his people with an Invineible desire to
find homes, opportunity, freedom and en-
largement of life in Africa, He has de-
spalred of their finding these great boons
here. If he could found, or sce founded, n
great christlan  negro republic in  Africa
he would be the happlest man in the world,
He fs, I am sure, most conscientions In
all he thinks and says on the subject.
~ But he awakens among his own people
more antagonism than favor when he urges
them to colonlge the dark continent.

EMIGRATION TO AFRICA.

The newspapers gave much prominence to
such movements as Garton's; a ship load
of southern negroes golng to Siberin from
this country some months since. As if twice
g0 many negroes wera not born the day they
nalled!

As' affecting the negro question such ill-
mantged enthusiastic eseapades amount to
nothing. The few who go are, in the oplnion
of the multitudes who stay, only freaks.
MWhather eolonization be advocated by white
or black men, doctrinuries or philanthropists,
it I8 the same thing; the sum of the result
45 anger and distrust,

The fundamental reason for rejecting colo-
‘mizatlon in Africn as a solution of our prob-
‘Jom Is a very simple and conclusive one;

the negroes do not wish to go and they do
not intend to go, Moreover, the great body
of the white people do not wish them to go
away. History shows that great epoch-
making migrations result from some deep
fmpulse urging the race that moves nnd not
the desire of some other race that does not
auove, A peopls, dominated by another
rinco, might be so oppressed as to create
this race-moving impulse, How little south-
ern negroes are #o affocted we see in the
syory small number that have moved out of
the old slave states Into northern and west-
ern portlons of the unlon, It may be an-
swared—they find that their condition fs not
hielped by such movings in the United States,
Lot another make the retort; I will not an-
tielpate it by so much as offering an oplnion
about it
NO MOVEMENT BY FORCH.

As to moving the negroes to Afriea by
force, I never heard of a southern man who

entertained such a thought for a moment.
Were it attempted from without and the
negroes woere passiye (and they would not
be passive) southern men would make trouble
of an extraordinary sort, If thers were a
fit country In which to settle them; If there
wers moans for moving them, no right-
thinking man would consent to send these
peopls away agalnst their will, Vielent de-
h tation would surpass the wrong that
-mﬂ;ht them here.
~ The exceptions to thess statements are
a0 fow that they do not count in any view
of the whole subjeet under conslderation,

% The southern white people who want them

out of this country are as few as the negroes
who have gone to Africa or wish to go,
NHE NEGROES WILL BE PROTECTED.

Preliminary work Incident to taking down
the Ferris wheel on the Mldway plalsance
was  begun  yesterday, says the Chleago
Tribune, This conslsts of plucing false work,
engines and hoisting apparatus. Some day
next week the big wheel will turn for the
last time in Chicago, At that time several
Ferrls Wheel company oflicials  will rido
around on the struts that are stil in place,
Some will simply hold to the ten-inch lron
beams, while others, more tmid, will be
tied on,

It will take ten weeks to take the wheel
to pleces. The car that was used fop ecar-
rylng the Krupp gun will be used for carry-
ing the seventy-ton axle.  The material
will be taken in five trains of thirty
cars  each to New York City. Theve
aro 3,000 tons of metal In the wheel
and 600,000 feet of timber nesded for the
false work, Taking the wheol down will be
mare dangerous than pulting 1t up. Only
one lfe was lost In erecting the blg attrac-
tion,

The exponse of taking down, moving and
rebullding the wheel will boa $150,000, In

An Imternational Love Affalr that Threat-
onoil p Verltuble War,

Thomas G. Allen, jr., and Willlam L.
Sachtleben, the young Amerlean students
who made a bleycle tour around the world,
deseribe thelr experiences In Persin in the
July number of the Century. The following
peculiar International complication came to
thelr knowledge at Tabreoz:

The English government, it seemed, had
become embrolled in a local love affalr Just
at a time when Colonel Stewart was off on
“diplomatic duty" on the Russian Trans-
caspian border. An exeeptionally bright Ars
menian beauty, a graduate of the American
migslonnry schools at that place, had been
abducted, It was claimed, by a young Kur-
digh eavaller, and carried away to his mouns-
taln home, Her father, who happened to be
o naturallzed Bnglish subject, had applied

In Germuny all employers are obliged to
Insure thelr employes, even when the employ-
ment I8 temporary and unpald. There are
speclal assooiations for different industries.
Injuries Include those which are Internal as
well as external, loss of intellect, memory,
or nerve.  When compensation s claimed it
15 necessary to truce the Injury to some
specific cawve.  Generally, the person who is
to gnin or lose most by the undertaking ia
held to be the employer. Employers® contri-
butions to the assoclations are proportionate
Lo thelr annunl expenditure In wages. The
amount of compensation Is based on the
wiges recelved by the workman during a
yoar. S0 long an he Is completely incapaels
tuted he is to be allowed two-thirds of his
wages,  For partinl disablement he obtalns a
fraction of that maximum proportionate to
the extent of the injury. In cuse of deuth,
twanty days' payment {In no case a sum |ous
than 20 marks) is granted toward funeral Bx-
punses. The widow, untll remarringe, is al-
lowed 20 per cént of her husband's WiRes,
while 15 per cent I allowed for every child
under 16 who huas lost oneé parent, and 20
per cent If it hos lost both, The total com-
pensation to widow and ehlldren must not
exceed 60 per cent.
